RECENT DEATHS. 


DEATH OF GENERAL H. J. HUNT. 


THE death of Brevet Major-General Henry Jack- 
son Hunt, Colonel, U. 8S. Army, retired, closes an- 
other chapter in the history of our great war. As 
Chief of Artillery of the Army of the Potomac, 
General Hunt rendered most distinguished services 
in connection with bis special arm. He succeeded 
to this command Sept. 5, 1862, being promoted from 
the command of the artillery reserve on the trans_ 
fer of General Barry to inspection duty. In his re- 
port of Aug. 4, 1863, McClellan remarks, concerning 
Gen. Hunt, that he “ had commanded the artillery 
reserve with marked skill,and brought to his duties 
as Chief of Artillery the highest qualifications. The 
service of this distinguished officer in reorganizing 
and refitting the batteries prior to and after the 
battle of Antietam, and his gallant and skilful con- 
duct on that field, merit the highest encomiuma in 
my power to bestow.” We might multiply indefin- 
itely testimonials of a similar character to the zeal 
and efficiency of this accomplished officer, who con- 
tinued in the position of artillery commander to the 
end of the war. As Birkhimer, who dedicates his 
* History of Artillery” to him, says, “ he stamped on 
the service of which he was the head the impreas of 
a cultivated mind stored with knowledge of the 
uses and capabilities of the artillery arm, the result 
of extensive experience, profound study and re- 
flection.’””’ General Hunt brought to this command 
the experience acquired in a servive whivh had 
then already extended over nearly a quarter of a 
century, and included experience in the War with 
Mexico. He was born at Detroit, Michigan, 
September 14, 1819, and was the third in a 
line of American soldiers; his grandfather, Thomas 
Hunt, served in the Revolution and at the time of his 
death in 1809 was colonel of the Ist Infantry and his 
father, Samuel W., was Ist lieutenant in the 3d Infan- 
try, dying September Ll, 1829. Young Henry accome- 
panied his father on the expedition that established 
Fort Leavenworth. General Hunt’s brother, Lewis 
Cass Hunt, was also a soldier, and his son was a 
Naval officer and the victim of the zeal for Arctic 
exploration which has cost us 0 much and resulted 
in so little. In 1819 General Hunt was appointed to 
the Military Academy, from which he was gradu- 
ated July 1, 1839, No. 19in his class. Entering the 
Service as 2d lieutenant, 2d Artillery, he, in 1846, at- 
tained the grade of Ist lieutenant, and as such served 





with distincuished gallantry in the Mexican War, 
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being twice wounded at Molino del Rey. Hereceived 
the brevets of captain and major for gallant and 
meritorious couduct at Contreras, Churubusco and 
Chapultepec. Sept. 28, 1852, he was promoted captain, 
2d Art., and from that time forward, until the War 
broke out, was engaged on various duties. 

May 14, 1861, Hunt was promoted major, Sth Artil- 
lery, and saw his first service in the War of the Re- 
bellion at Marper’s Ferry 1u 1861, and next in the 
defence of Fort Pickens. At the first battle of Bull 
Run be was in command of all the artillery of the 
left wing, and after the defeat was engaged in or- 
eas the reserve artillery of the Army of the 

tomac. Sept. 28, 1861, he was made colonel and 
aide-de-camyp and assigned to command of the artil- 
lery reserve corps be had organized, and from that 
time until the surrender at A ety his history 
was a brilliant part of that of the Army of the Po- 
tomac. He was made brigadier-general of voluo- 
teers Sept. 15, 1862, the commission being conferred 
for “specific distinguished de and July 6, 
1864, was brevetted major-general of volunteers for 





gallantry at Gettysburg and distinguished conduct 
in the campaign from the Rapidan to Pittsburg. He 
received the brevet of colonel in_ the Army for 


Gettysburg, brigadier-general for Petersburg, and 
major-general for gallantry and distinguished con- 
duct during the war. He became lieutenant-colonel, 
3d Art., Aug. 1, 1863, and colonel, 5th Art., April 4, 
1869, and wus the ouly field officer of artillery whose 
whole service during the War was with his own arm 
of the Service. His last active duty was in command 
of the Department of the South, with headquarters 
at Newport Barracks, Ky. He was retired from 
active service Sept. 14, 188s and settled in Washing- 
ton, and in April, 1885, was appointed Governor of the 
Soldiers’ Home, District of Columbia, where be was 
very popular with the veterans and others he 
funeral took place at the Home on Thursday, Feb. 
14, and the many tributes of affection and respect 
there displayed fully attested the worth of the de- 
ceased as a gallant soldier and a Christian gentle- 


man. 
The pabbearers for Gen. Hunt were: Gens. John 
M. Schofield, Jos. E. Johnston, W. 8. Rosecrans, 
Geo. W. Getty, P. V. Hagver, C. F. Manderson and 
J. R. Hawley, and'Surg. Gen. J. M. Browne, U. 8. N. 

The remains of General Hunt were carried on a 
bier by s1x artillery sergeants to the Soldiers’ Home 
National Cemetery, and buried beside his son, Lieu- 
tenant Harry Hunt, U.8. Navy. There was no dis- 
play of any kind, no music; everything as simple 
as possible and according to his directions, given 
several days before his death. 

Gen. Hunt wasa mau of philosophical habit of 
mind and fond of discussing problems of theolo 
and we recall with pleasure the hours so occup' 
with bim in bis tent in the intervals of his duties as 
Chief of Artillery of the Army of the Potomac. He 
wasaman of devided opinions, which he was ac- 
eustomed to present with vigor, but his spirit was 
generous even toward an opponent, and bis heart 
was one of the truest and warmest, and he will long 
be remembered with affection by those who were 
brought into intimate association with him. Had 
his services and his abilities received their 
proper recognition be would not have died 
as a colonel upon the retired list. He leaves 
to his family little beside his honored name, 
and they should not be forgotten by the coun- 
try to which his life was dedicated. If it be 
true, as has been so wisely said, that to those who 
serve their country with the most single hearted de- 
votion is accorded the highest place in the Kingdom 
of Heaven, surely the career of Gen. Hunt is not 
ended but bas but just begun. What earthly training 
can better fita man for the service of the Highest 
than that which belittles the claims of self-interest 
and lifts the soul to the contemplation of obedience 
to the demands of honor and duty as the chief end 
of life! From an old soldier, David Fitzgerald, Li- 
brarian of the War Department, we receive the fol- 
lowing: 

Among your readers are many who were associated with 
bim in stirring events of the late Civil War; afew yet re- 
main who trod the bloody fields of Cerro Gordo, Contreras, 
Cherubusco and Chapul in his company. Others, 0, 
served with him in tbe ordinary routine duties of a mil 
life in ; to all he endeared himself,and all mourn 
loss. Never, I believe, has there been more heartfelt, sin- 
cere and genuine sorrow expressed at the demise of any per- 
corviees fo a wi kw be, foved bu. Tn im wag sgn

Rear ApMIrat RALPH CHANDLER, U. 8S. N., com. 
manding the Asiatic Squadron, who died of apo- 
plexy at Hong Kong, China, Feb. 11, was born in 
New York City, Aug. 8, 1229, and appointed to the 
Navy Sept. 27, 1845. He served with credit during 
the Mexican War in frent of Mazatlan, etc.; was 
promoted passed midshipman Oct. 6, 1851, was trars- 
terred to the sloop St. Louts, of the Mediterranean 
squadron, and participated in the famous Koszta 
affair at Smyrna in 1854. While on duty in the coast 
survey he safely carried the schooner Crawford 
through a series of hard gales and cyclones off Cape 
Aatteras, lasting 24days. Heserved on thesloop Van- 
dalia on the attack on Port Royal, and was on board 
thesteam sloop San Jacinto at the capture of Norfolk 
in 1862. In July of that year he was promoted lieu- 
tenant-commander, and he was in command of the 
steam gunboat Maumee when she took partin the 
bombardment and capture of Forts Fisher, Ander- 
son and Lee, which resulted in the fall of Wilming- 
ton. He removed the torpedoes in James River and 
cleared the channel of Richmond for the advance 
of Admiral Porter.,and after the War discovered 
and surveyed the Cultivator Shoal, about 50 miles off 
Cape Cod. July 25, 1866, he was promoted commander 
and captain June 5, 1874, and in that year and in 1875 
commanded the Swatara on the transit of Venus ex- 
pedition and received the tbanks of the German 
Government for his bumane action to an expedition 
from that country in distress at the Auckland 
Islands. He was promoted rer admiral Oct. 7, 1886, 
being then on duty at the New York Navy-yard, 
and shortly afterwards was ordered to the command 
of the Asiatic Stutioo. He bad a quarter ofa cen 
tury’s sea service and was a model Naval officer and 
a dignified aud courteous gentleman. 


CapTAIn WILUIAM S. STARRING, Ordnance De- 
partment, U. 8. Army, an officer well known in New 
York City and vicinity, died at Vancouver Bar- 
racks, Feb. 13. Heentered West Point in 1860, was 
graduated in 1865, aud assigned to the 18th In- 
fantry, being promoted second lieutenant and first 
lieutenant at graduation. He served for a long 
time on frontier duty, was transferred to the 36th 
Infantry iv 1866, to the 7th lnfantry in 1869, and to 
the 2d Artillery io 1871. From 1869to 1872 be was on 
duty at West Point as lostructor of Tactics. On 
November 1, 1874, he was transferred to the Ord- 
nance Department, and May 29, 1879, attained the 
grade of captain. The deceased was askilful officer 
and a genial gentleman, with an excellent military 
record. 


Mrs. JANE PoULTNEY BIGELOW, wife of the Hon. 
John Bigelow, ex-Minister to France, died Feb. 8 at 
her bome, No, 2l Gramercy Park, New York. she 
was the daughter of Ivan Poultney, president of the 
Bank of Baltimore, and was born in that eity Jan. 
16, 1829, and in 1850 was married to Mr. Bigelow. In 
1-61 sbe acoompanied bim to Paris. he having been ap- 

inted Consul General tbere. ln 1865, upon the tragic 
eath of our Minister, W. L. Dayton, at Paris, Con- 
sul General Bigelow succeeded bim, He negotiated 
several matters of great international importance, 
including the withdrawal of the French from Mex- 
ico. Mre. Bigelow was a great favorite witb the Em 
press Fugenie and the young Prince [mperial. In 
1867, with her busband, she left Paris amid general 
regret, Gen. Dix having been appointed United 
States Minister. The immediate cause of her death 
was dropsy. Her husband and two of her daughters 
were by her bedside when she away. She 
leaves twe sons—Poultney Bigelow, a well , a 
writer, and Lieat. elow, U.S. Army, and four 
daugbters—Miss Grace, Miss Annie, Mrs. Charles 8. 
Dodge and Mrs. Charles E. Tracy. Mrs. Bigelow was 
a leader in society and a directress in several charit- 
able institutions. The funeral servicetook place on 
Monday, at St. George’s Church, Stuyvesant Place. 
The interment was at Peace Dale, near Highland 
Falle, on the Hudson. 


Tue funeral of the late Mrs. Ekin, wife of Gen. J. 
A. Ekin, U.S. A., to whose death we referred last 
week, took place at Louisville Feb. 8.

THE WASHINGTON CENTENNIAL. 


A MEETING of the Plan and Scope Committee on 
the Centennial of Washington’s Inauguration was 
held in New York Feb. 7. 

It was decided that troops from the Regular Army 
should conduct the President from the foot of Wall 
street to the Equitable Building on April 29, where 
a reception will be beld. The naval display in the 
morning and the reception given to the President 
and all the Commissioners from the different States 
would therefore represent the national as t of 
the celebration, as the militia on the next day, the 
30th, would represent the city and States. 

The Pian and Scope Comm‘'ttee also decided that 
the Comwittees on General Government and Trans- 

rtation should bave charge of the President from 

ashington to Elizabetb, the Committee on Navy 
from Elizabeth to Wall street, the Committee on 
States from the foot of Wall street to the reception 
in the Equitable Building, and afterward to the 
public reception in the City Hall, and the Enter- 
tauinment Committee until the afternoon. On Tues- 
day morning the Committee on States will escort 
the President to the servicesin St. Paul’s Church, 
where he will be taken charge of by the St. Paul's 
Cbhureh Committee. The Committee on Literary 
Exercises will conduct the President from St. Paul’s 
Church to the steps of the Sub- Treasury. The Presi- 
dent will be attended by the Army Committee from 
that time and during the military parade, aud by 
the Eaotertainment Committee during the after- 
noon. The Army Committee will also bave charge 
of the President the next day, Wednesday, oa the 
occasion of the industrial parade. 

An important communication was received from 
Colonel S. V. R. Cruger, chairman of the Army 
Committee, which contained a plan for the parades, 
limiting the military parade to Tuesday, April 30, 
and the industrial parade to Wednesday, Mayl. It 
was recommended that the reviewing stand be at 
Madis3oa0 squa.e. The Navy Committee sent in a 
delegation consisting of Captain Henry Erben, 
Frederic Coudert and George D. Haven, who made 
some recommendations regarding the landing of 
the President of the United States at Elizabethport. 
The Committee on Art, the Committee on States and 
the Navy Comaittee all bad special meetings of 
their sub-committees, and the work of the celebra- 
tion is being pushed by these sub-committees in 
every possible way.

Captain Bailey 
sent a lieutenant out on shore and ioformed the 
Governor that unless the demand was at once at- 
tended to be would open fire on the town in twelve 
bours. Heat once bauled bis vessel into position 
and prepared for action. Joside of six hours.the 
demand bad been complied witb. 

“Shortly after the same vessel went into Iquiqui, 
Peru, where the revolutionists bad leried a fine of 
83.000 on the American Consul. The perpetrators 
were given three hours to returp the money and 
salute the flag. It was refused. Capt. Bailey at 
once prepared for action and sent a message to the 
effect that unless the money was returned and the 
flag saluted he shuuld open fire on the second at 
wuieh the four bourse were up. The money was paid 
and the flag saluted. 

“Capt. Bailey was the officer who afterwards led 


the first division at the passage of Fort Jackson and 
St. Philip, and who, attended by a single officer, 
threaded his way through an infuriated, howling 
mob to demand for Admiral Farragut from the 
Mayor of New Orleans the unconditional surrender 
of that city.” 

Our present officers are quite equal to similar 
emergencies when they are not. restrained by over- 
timid counsels.

SMALL ARMS FIRING REGULATIONS. 


SEVERAL weeks ago we pointed out some of the 
most important cbangesin Colonel Blunt's new “Fir- 
wg Regulations for Small Arms’’ now issued to the 
Army, and were gratitied to observe that so many 
of them were on tbe line of improvements sugges- 
ted in the JouRNAL. A further examination shows 
that many of the defects, which in our criticism 
four years ago we pointed out, have also been cor- 
rected. The preliminary instruction of the soldier 
as it is followed through the sighting and position 
and aiming drills, and gallery practice is what the 
Army is already familiar with, but the author -% 

rs to be surer of his ground and the more muili- 
ry word “will” replaces the suggestion contained 
in “should” to which we formerly objected. This 
same confidence im the methods he pow prescribes 
13 shown in the directions for range firing. This 
vourse covers three years, commencing with the 
instruction of the recruit, continuing in the 
soldier's second year with the maximum amount of 
range firing, and tv a diminished extent in the 
third and subsequent seasons. In each of these sea- 
sons a specified number of sbots must first be fired 
in preliminary practice at each range, which ma 
in the discretion of the officer be followed by addi- 
tional practice, not made of record, which is then 
followed by the specified number of scores at each 
range in reguiar practice which 1s made of record 
and considered in the soldier's classification. In- 
dividual skirmish practice is conducted iu exactly 
the same manner, the group target used in com- 
petitions being the target for the second firing and 
the scores beipg added to those made iu known dis- 
tance firing; according to the totals thus resulting 
the soldier is graded into the classes as at present 
existing. The company skirmish and volley firing 
is also preliminary, with additional practice if de- 
sired, and then for record, but is the same each 
ear, pot being divided into a progressive course. 
heappend:x of the manual relating to awmuuition 
expenditure tabulates in such a convenient form 
the number of sbots to be fired each season that we 
present it here as the best manner of summarizing 
the course as it is prescribed:

The most important change ip Col. Blunt's work is 
in the recognition of the importance of giving the 
cavalry opportunity for instruction in its special! arm, 
for which we havecontended. It is not to be forgot- 
ten that we are seeking to trainan army for waraod 
not to developa few show ehots. Lostruction should, 
therefore, be before all else practical and directed 
solely to improvement in accuracy of fire under the 
conditions, at the distances and with the arms to be 
used in action. The author now evidently appreci- 
ates the necessities of the case; in fact we under- 
stand that such instructions as he received from 
General Schofield were all to this effect, and they 
appear to bave been carried out in a thorough man- 
ner. 

One result is the introduction of separate annual 
competitions for the cavalry, and, ia consequenve 
of a decrease in the number perticteating in all of the 
competitions, by the reduction to 10 members of the 
size of the teams. The rifie competitions will be 
conducted as formerly (with the change in skirmish 
firing already alluded to) except that the amount of 
skirmish fire is doubled, its relative weight being 
retained unchanged as the scores made are to be 
divided by two before addition to the known dis 
tance record. The element of chunce, which cannot 
be entirely @radicated in this practice, 1s thus re- 
duced in influence one-balf. All members of the 
Sepeeperees as well as division teams are to receive 
medals. 

The carbine or cavalry competitions are similar 
to those for the rifle aod for prizes similar to those 
for the divisions, and for this arm of the Service 
instead of a department firing, a revolver match is 
substituted. This will be a most interesting feature, 
and is to be both dismounted and mounted; when 
dismounted 10 sbots being fired at each of the dis- 
tances (25 and 50 vards),and when mounted five 
shots fired to the right, and afterwards five to the 
left when passing ata gallop ata distance of five 
yards, five of the standing skirmish targets ar- 
ranged io line with a intervals. Five more 
shots are then to be delivered in each of two ad 
vances at a gallop upon a group composed of four 
of these figures, the firing commencing at a distance 
of 80 yards. From the mean of the per cents. for 
the 40 sbots in this mounted and dismounted firing 
the successful competitors for the 10 medals will be 
determined. 

The Army varbine team and the Army rifle team 
are to have their biennial competitions at the same 
time and place, tbe entire 20 members entering what 
will appear, and be conducted as if it were a single 
competition, though in reality the scores are to be 
kept and the prizes awarded separately. This and 
the “distinguished marksman’s” firings for rifle 
and carbine managed in the same manner afford 
each yearav excellent opportunity for comparing 
tbe relative merit of the two weapons. 

Revolver practice bas been made compulsory and 
a course prescribed fur all cavalry troops. The 
course itself—modeled in its features of preliminary 
and record firing upon the course for the rifie and 
carbine—seems good; it is,in fact, very similar to 
what bas been followed, with excelient results, in 
several preape during the past —_ The require- 
ment that it be followed during the two months pro- 
vided for the carbine practive compels the cavalry 
to devote their entire time to target practice during 
the two months’ season. This the author seems to 
have intended, for an earlier paragraph says: “That 
it (the range practice) may be prosecuted to advan- 
tage, it will replace, as far as practicable, during 
that period (the practice season) the ordinary drilis 
and exercises, which for this purpose will be mate- 
rially relaxed.’ Target instruction, if thus carried 
out, would form a distinct feature of the year's ex- 
e1cises,and with its preliminary month in barracks, 
occupy three moatbs, leaving three fourths of the 
year for drills and field manceuvres. 

In many details of this work Col. Blunt has im- 
proved upon his “ Ritle and Carbine Firiog.” All 
the little evasions and pong ae by which tbe spirit 
of the former rules could be ignored, in consequence 
of the lack of complete definiteness in their exp es- 
sion, seem to have come to his knowledge and been 
provided against, and such other defects as four 

ears of additional experienve made evident have 

nm corrected. In thie case there is no doubt as to 
the convictions of the author, and no vagueness io 
the methods prescribed, a requisite which must be 
fulfilled, if exvellence is to be reached, in a work 
where technicai detail forms eo prominent a part. 

The board now preparing tactics for the three 
arms have examined and approved the new “Firing 
Regulations,” and in some limited degree it must 
therefore be regarded as the first result of their 
labore. Its title was adopted by them, and asin 
several places in the text reference is made to the 
“Drill Regulations for lofantry” or to the * Drill 
Regulations for Cavalry,” it can be presumed that 
their tactics will fioally appear under these designa- 
tions. 

lo accordance with the authority contained in the 
Revis+d Statutes, the Secretary of War has adopted 
these * Firing Regulations for Small Arms” for the 
use of the militia of the different States as well as 
for the Army, aud all those interested in the prose- 
cution oy the National Guard of the instruction of 
their soldiers according to the methods prescribed 
for the Regular Army will hope to see the uniform- 
ity in this respect that the Secretary desires soon 
established.

TRIAL OF THE YORKTOWN. 


Tue Secretary of the Navy Feb. 24 received a tele- 
gram from Commo. Fitzhugh, president of the 
Naval Board aprointed to conduct the official trial 
of the gunboat Yorktown as follows: ** Yorktown's 
sea trials outside Cape Henlopen completed. “atis- 
factory and successful in all respects. Maximum 
speed about 17 knots. Average for four hours, 16 
knots.”” The correspondent of the Timessays: * On 
the whole there bas never been a Government test 
which bas resulted in such genera! eatisfaction’to all 
concerned as that of the Yorktown. Mr. Horace 
Lee, the designer of the machinery, calculated the 
borse power of the muio engines at 3.55 and that of 
the auxiliary engines at 150, or a total of 5,700 horse 
power. Others are inclined to give only 100 horse 
power to the auxiliary engines, or a total of 3,650. 
ln any eveot there is no denying that the horse 
power exceeded 3,600. The after engine gave a mean 
of 157.72 revolutions for four bours aod the forward 
156.08, or 156.9 for the two. Ia evolution test the 
rudder was put from amidships to bard-a-starboard 
in 17 seconds, and hard-a-port in 22 secouds. A half 
circle to port with both engines running at half 
speed was made in 5m. 33s., a full circle to starboard 
in 5m. 53s., with starboard engives backing and the 
otber going ahead, both at three-quarters speed, 
and in 5m. 8s. with port engine stopped. [no going 
from full speed ahead to full speed astern 30 seconds 
elapsed. Headway was lost in 1m. 30s., and in Lm. 
58s. the vessel was going astern at the rate of 5 to 6 
knots per hour.”

NAVAL O&DNANCE PROVING GROUND, { 
ANNAPOLIS, MD., Feb. 9, 1839. { 
Chief of Bureau of Ordnance, Navy Dept. : 

Sir: 1 respectfully submit the following yopent of the test 
on Feb. 7 of 6 inch cast stee) gun, No. 2, manufactured by the 
Standard Steel Casting Company, of Thuriow, Pa. The gun 
was mounted atthe velocity platform, on a wooden 8. P, 
carriage, for 100 pounder Parrott, which bad been strength- 
ened for the purpose. The slide was placed at an angle of 
10 degrees, with the horizontal to facilitate returning the 
gun to battery. Two extra compressors were placed on the 
carriage. For the protection of other material on the piat- 
form, a shelter was buiit about the gun, at each s‘de aud 
overhead, consisting of 2 in.of beavy poplar and pine 
timbers, strengthened by shores and strufs to deaden the 
force of fragments io case of failure. This was reioforced 
on the side toward the remainder of the battery by a double 
row of sand bags. 

During the firing all visitors were required to remain at 
the other end of the grounds, near the office, and the crew 
and tbe fire party to take shelter in bomb proofs. Pusition 
was offered the Superiatendent of the Standard Company to 
witness the test from a bowb proof near the battery, but be 
preferred to remain with the general spectators. There 
were present on the grounds during the test Mr. Baldt, su- 

rintendent of the Standard Coxrpany; Lt. M. F. Wright, 

nspector of material at Thurlow; representatives of the 
press, and a large number of officers from the U. 8. Naval 
Academy. The gun was star gauged just previous to the 
trial, and a careful examination made of the bore and ex- 
terior. The bottom of asiight flaw or blow hole nearly 
turned out, about balfway down the chamber, was the only 
defect that could be detected. is was too slight to be 
messured with the star gauge, 

The charges used were such as gavea muzzle velocity of 
2.000 f.s.,anda pressure of 15 tons, with a projectile of 100 
pounds, i. e.. Dupont’s brown prismatic porder P—6; index 
No. 38. This wus taken from official records of the Naval 
Ordnance Preving Ground. Velocities and pressures 
were not measured, the statutory test requiring that 
firing should be “as rapidly as the gun can be loaded and 
fired by band.” The projectiles were weighted and cali- 
pered. An offer was made to do this and weigh the charges 
in the presence of the representative of the Standard Com- 
pany, but he dectined,and ex himself as satisfied in 
all respects with the preparations. 

A preliminary round with a charge of 36 pounds was first 
fired to adjust the gas check pad; as the firet one showed 
signs of leaking, a second round of 38 nounds was fired with 
a new pad, 10 min. alterward, at 2:09:50. At 2:13:12 the stat- 
utory test of 10 rounds, full charge, was commenced, and 
finished at 2:32:20, the time for the 10 rounds being 19 min. 8 
sec. Thetime is 7 min. 2% sec. longer than taken for the 
statutory test of the Service 6inch B.L.R. This was owing to 
the necessity with the old fashioned carriage used of return- 
ing the qua to battery by hand after each fire and ihe time 
occupied in sending the larger crew to a secure shelter. 





The behavior of the carriage and gun, so faras exterior 
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observations go, was in all respec’s normal. The gun was 
allowed to cool down, and on the succeeding morning was 
re-star gauged, the circumstances in all res a! the 
same as when this operation was performed before the trial.

FIFTLETH CONGRESS—SECOND SESSION. 


The Fortification Appropriation bill was passed 
by the Senate Feb. 8, with amecdments, placing the 
expenditures of all tbe sums therein appropriated, 
under the direct supervision of the Board on Ord- 
vance and Fortification; appropriating $5,000 for 
preparation of planus for fortifications; reducing the 
appropriation under :he bead of torpedoes and har- 
bor defence from $330,000 to $250.000, and appropri 
ating for needful casemates and cable galleries to 
render it ible to operate submarine mines, 
$250,000; for continuing torpedo experimentsand for 
practical instruction of engineer troops in the de- 
tails of the Service, 000; for the purchase of 
movable submarine torpedoes, propelled and con- 
trotied at will by power transmitted from shore sta- 

ions, 

The items adopted by the House, appropri- 
ating $58,000 for testing exnerimental guns provided 
for.in the act of Sept. 22, 1888, were stricken out and 
an item of $20,000 added for purchasing “machine 
guns, musket calibre, of American manufacturers."* 
Also the following: for the manufacture of 40 cais- 
sovs and 10 combined battery wagons and forgesfor 
3 2-10 inch field guns, $43,274; for procuring the ne- 
cessary instruments and other materials and for the 
proper ivetailation of instruments for conducting 
the unnoual heavy artillery practice of the Army, 
$20,000. A final proviso was added to the bill requir- 
ing all material purchased under the actto be of 
American manufacture. This amendment and the 
one appropriating $5,000 for the preparation of plans 
' for fortifications were subsequently concurred in b 
{the House. The other amendments will be adjuste 
in copference. 

Anerror was made by the House Military Com- 
mittee in reporting favorably the bill adding four 
majors to the [Inspector General's Depariment, and 
and allowing each officer of that department one 
civilian clerk. The bill had uot the support of the 
committee, and it was the intention to pigeon hole 
it, but through some oversight it was submitted to 
the House with a favorable report. 

The General Deficieney bill, the last of the 
appropriation bills, was reported to the House from 
the Committee on Appropriation Feb. 12. Lr | 
the items of interest to the Army and Navy provid 
for are the following:

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THE disbursing officers of the Army who have ex- 
perienced no end of trouble from the rulings of the 
Comptroller’s Office, are again embarrassed by one 
of bis recent decisions. The matter now at issue 
relates to the 12 cents deduction from the pay of 
the retired enlisted men for the Soldiers’ Hume 
fund. Under an order issued by Secretary Endivott 
some time ago retired enlisted men were exempted 
from this deduction, and disbursing officers have 
been waking payments accordingly. But the Comp- 
troiler steps forward and disallows their accounts 
holding that the retired enlisted men being still in 
the Service must contribute the 124% vents. Thus 
the disbursing officers are between two fires. The 
Secretary of War declines to revoke his order and 
the Comptruller adheres to his ruling. If the seo- 
retary’s order 1s not obeyed the disbursing officer 
subjects himself to trial for disobedience of orders; 
yet if be complies with the order he suffers a reduc- 
tion in bis pay at the bands of the Comptroller who, 
notwithstanding the decision of the Courtof Claims 
to the effect that the order of an executive officer is 
binding and cannot be overruled by an accounting 
officer, declines to recognize the order of the Secre- 
tary. On this point be says the Court's opinion 
affords him very interesting reading but in no way 
governs his avtions or lessens bis authority. The 
question still remains, What course must the dis- 
bursing officer pursue? This 1s the question they 
are all asking and which the head of the Pay De- 
partment is at a loss to answer.

THE passage of Congress otf the bill to incorporate 
the Nicaragua Canal 1s especially timely, in view 
of the collapse of the De Lesseps scheme. Some 
one paid the JouURNAL the compliment recently of 
saying that he never knew it to go wrong in a ques- 
tion of this sort. Certainly, we have not been mis- 
taken in this matter, and neither the glamour of 
De Lesseps great reputation, nor the charms of his 
conversation, have ever led us to put faith in his 
Panama scheme. The extraordinary infatuation 
of the French people concerning him has been the 
one uncertain element in the calculation of the 
possibilities of his enterprise. This infatuation 
was singularly shown at the recent meeting of his 
stockholders at the Paris Hippodrome, which was 
attended by about 7,000 people, representing 298,- 
000 shares. We are told that his announcement 
that the existing company must be extinguished, 
and that present shareholders musi be prepared to 
sacrifice all the money they had ventured, in order 
that the great national undertaking may be fin 
ished, was as enthusiastically applauded as if he 
had declared a ten per cent. dividend; and the 
national sentiment on this subject was clearly ex- 
pressed by an old lady at the meeting, who was 
overheard to say to her neighbor: ‘*** Ill est vrai 
que notre argent est compromis, mais ce n’est pas 
sa faute, et le pauvre homme s’est donné tout de 
mal.” Arrangements have been made with tke 
contractors to carry on their work on a portion of 
it until February 15, and about this time look for 
trouble, as the almanacs say. In anticipation of 
it the President haz recommended the appropria 
tion of $250,000 for the protection of the lives and 
property of citizens of the United States on the 
Isthmus of Panama. It is understood that it has 
been deemed wise by the authorities of the United 
States, Great Britain and other nations foreign 
having large numbers of their citizens em- 
ployed on the Panama canal, to arrange for bring- 
ing them home in case of wholesale discharge, and 
not to suffer them to remain on the Isthmus in 
destitution and want. The ships Atlanta and 
Ossipee are at Aspinwall, and the Mohican at 
Panama, This force is regarded as sufficient for 
the protection of American interests on the Isthmus. 








THE nomination of Capt. Joseph P. Sanger, 1st 
Art., to be inspector general, with the rank of 
major, which was decided upon by the President on 
Saturday last, was sent to the Senate Feb. 12. Capt. 
Sanger was Gen. Schofield’s candidate. With the 
prospective increase in the efficiency of the artillery 
arm Gen. Schofield had a strong argument in sup- 
port of his appeal for a representative of the artil- 
Jery branch in the list of inspectors, and with Capt. 
Sanger’s recognized qualifications for the office, it 
was not difficult to convince the President of the 
wisdom of selecting him. The artillery now bas the 
head and tail of the list, three cavalry men and two 
infantry men coming-in between. Brig. Gen. 
Breckinridge, the senior inspector general, joined 
the 2d Artillery in 1862, having served from Au- 
gust, 1861, as an A. D. C.; was captured in front 
of Atlanta sn 1864, and for his gallantry at the bat- 
tle of Chattahoochie River received the brevet of 
captain, and that of major for gallant anid merito 
rious services during the war. He attained the 
grade of captain in 1874, and in 1881 was appointed 
to the Inspector General’s Department. He is an 
officer of wide experience and thorough culture, and 
possesses in a high degree the qualities which serve 
to make up a thorough inspector. Maj. Sanger 18 
au officer widely known throughout the Service, 4 
thorough artillerist, and is held in high esteem for 
his soldierly qualities by the major gereral com- 
manding the Army, on whose staff he served as A. 
D. ©. from 1884 to 1888. Thoroughly familiar with 
staff duties, and unexcelled as a daty officer of th? 
line, young and energetic, he comes to the position 
completely equipped in every respect. In this in- 
stance the correct principle has been followed, that 
of selecting an officer because of his special qualif- 
cations for the duty to which he has been assigned. 








Tue Navy Register for 1889 makes its appearance 
this week. The long-delayed Army ‘Register for 
1889 bas finally passd through the revision process, 
an’ with a slight degree of activity on the part of 
the Government Printing Office people ought to be 
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ready for distribution on or before March 1. The 
book has been ready for the press forsome days but 
the Adjutant. General's Offic? preferrec to wait for 
the confirmations published this week before direct- 
ing the Priating Office to ‘‘ go abead.” 














THERE is likely to be a lively competition among 
the retired officers of the Army for the Governor 
ship of the Soldiers’ Home at Washington, which 
has become vacant by the death of General Hunt. 
It is within the province of the President toe detail 
an officer of the active list to this position, but as it 
is the only duty authorized by law for retired offi- 
cers, the presumption js that the selection will be 
made from that class of candidates. The under- 
standing is that the place will remain vacant until 
the advent of the new Administration, Major Rit 
tenhouse remaining in charge in the meantime. It 
is believed by some that Adjutant-General Drum, 
who is a warm personal friend of General Harrison, 
may be assigned to the Governorship after his re- 
tirement in May next. General Augur and General 
M. D. Hardin are also mentioned 1n this cornectiop. 
The latter officer was a candidate at the time it was 
first proposed to relieve General Sturgis and he 
would have received the detail had not Senator 
Conger succeeded in securing for General Sturgis 
an extension of time. 








THE published statements that the mail com 
munication and despatches of Commander R. P. 
Leary, commanding the Adams, had been tampered 
with while in Samoa by the German authorities is 
a matter of most serious import and should be 
thoroughly investigated. It isa well known fact 
that outside of the United States and Great Britain 
the mail facilities are simply barbarous. In South 
America, on the west coast, for instance, the mail 
for American naval officers is handled twice at 
Panama—once by the native postmsster and then 
turned over to the American Consul. It is then 
put in sacks and tagged with the name of the 
vessel and dumped aboard the steamer. It 1s 
simply a matter of accommodation that the South 
American steamers carry the mails, as no compen- 
sation is paid them by this Government. If they 
happen to fall in with the man-of-war for whom 
the sack is intended the mail 1s received, but o*her- 
wise it is dumped at some consulate along the coast, 
and there remains perhaps for months. It has 
frequently happened that pouches of mail intended 
for American ships go the entire route to Valpa 
raiso—some eight thousand miles—and return 
when the ship that it is addressed 10 is, perhaps, at 
some port of Peru. This involves a delay of forty 
or wore days. It certainly is not good treatment 
on the part of this rich Government to subject 
its naval officers to such annoyances. The English, 
French, and Italian Government pay a fixed 
amount every year to these steamship companies to 
teansport their mail, and see that it is delivered. It 
would seem wise for our own G»)vernment to make 
a similar agreement. 








In Plutarch’s Morals, written nearly eighteen 
hundred years ago, we find the following: 
WHY DOES POURING OIL ON ae SEA MAKE IT CLEAR AND 
LM 


Is it for that the winds shpping the smooth oil have no 
force por cause any waver? This may be probably said in 
res of things external; but they say that divers take oil 
in their mouths and when they spout it our, they bave light 
at the bottom and it makes the water transpurent ; so that 
the slipping of the winds will not hold good bere for an 
argumeot. Therefore, it is to be considered whether the 
sea, whi bh is terrene aod uneven, is not compacted and 
made smooth by the devse oil ; and su the sea being com- 

cttin itself 1eaves passes ang a pelluvidity penetrable by 

sight. Or whe.ber that the air which is naturally mixed 
with the sea is lucid, but by being troubled grows unequal 
and shady; ana so by the oil’s density smoothiug iis inequal- 
ity the sea recovers its evenness and pellucidity, 


This knowledge of the soothing influence of oil 
upon.the waves must be as old as the observation of 
contact between the two, and it is very curious that 
80 little use has been made of it. We are told that 
& company of pilgrims on their way to Jerusalem, 
A. D. 900, were saved in a storm by one of their 
namber throwing over, under the orders of St. 
Nictolas, who appeared to him, a cruse of oil, and at 
a still earlier date, A. D. 429, St. Germanus is said 
to have allayed a storm at sea by pouring a few 
drops of oil on it. The Barbary corsairs in the 
event of a storm indu'ged in various incantations, 
and no doubt with favorable results, as they in- 
cluded the pouring of oil on the waters as well as 
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the scattering of entrails and the ligbting of candles. 
The Tonga islanders and Dahomey negroes, as 
well as the anc‘ent Peruvians, included oil among 
their offerings to water deities. This custom of 
propitiaiing the pow.re of sea by casting oil upon 
the waters promises to become universal among 
mariners, and thus again we testify that there is 
more in folk’s lore than the conceit of modern 
science is always willing to admit. 


THE assignment of Captain Capror, 1st Artillery, 
recently promoted, to the command of a light bat- 
tery having caused some Cissatisfaction among the 
older captains of that regiment, General Schofield, 
under date of Jan. 15 last, addressed the following 
letter co Brigadier-General Miles, commanding the 
Division of the Pacific, in which he expresses in a 
rather forcible manner his views on the subject of 
details to light battery commands. The letter, 
which has been sent out as a circular, is as follows: 


The unfortunate result of orders that have been issued, 
in past years, recuiatiag details to the commend of light 
batteries has been the incuication in the minds of artillery 
officers of the idea th t there is no other honorable com- 
mand in that service than that of a light battery; and that 
there is a necessary slight implied in passing over some offi- 
cers and assigning  Juaior on the roster to such command, 
It ts proper that every effors oo gnade to correct 80 erro 
neous ao impression. The “ic °s now near when the field 
bitteries will cease to be regarded as, par exvelieace, the 
“ favorite and di-tingvished arm of the service,” and their 
corm tod so much more important than that of a seacoast 
battery. Ladeed, their relations, in this respect, wiil soon 
b> reversed, 

A battery of 10 inch, 12 inch, or 16 inch rifled guns, man- 
ceurred by machinery, for the defence of a ,xreut sea coast 
city, wiil be much more importan:, at least in this country, 
than anv field battery can be. These great sea coust bat- 
terjes will be the pr.per commands tor captains of the 
highest rank and ability aud largest experience; while the 
command of field batteries will naturaily devulve a »oa the 
younenes officers and those capable of tne greatest physical 
activity. 

All captains of artillery must be thoroughly impressed 
witb this conception ot their proper spheres of work. Thev 
may be assured tht, before long, commands will come to 
each commensurate with his rank, experieuce and abilit . 








On Friday of this week, Feb. 15, the second 
retirement for age in 1889, that of Brevet Briga- 
dier General Benjamin C. Card, Lieutenant-Colonel 
and Deputy Quartermaster-General, U. 8. Army, 
took place. General Card entered service from 
Kansas in 1861, as » 1st Lieutenant of the 12th U. S. 
Infantry, and in afew months was appointed to 
the Quartermaster’s Department. From August, 
1864, to January, 1867, he held the grade of Colo- 
nel in the Q. M. D. under the volunteer establish 


ment. In 1872 he was promoted Major and Quar-. 


termaster, and Aug. 31, 1883, attained his present 
grade. During the war he rendered important and 
meritorious services which giined for bim the 
brevets from Major to Brigadier-General. In pri- 
vate life General Card is esteemed as a genial and 
honorable gentleman, and has a large circle of 
friends whose good wishes go with him in his re 
tirement. 





THE United Services Gazetie says: ‘‘ The German 
Chancellor, since Boulanger’s election, bas exhibited 
wonderful civility towards this country.

She is bankrupt; her 
power is limited, and if this greatest of all plots is 
not executed she must become in time a fourth-rate 
power and be eatea up by other European powers. 
Germany is her most powerful aid, and starts the 
war in far off Samoa. Events will follow with tbe 
greutest possible speed. American institutions mast 
perish that English may hve. A part of the Uaion 
will be joined to Canada, the great centre for which 
ihe armies of these combined powers will soon start. 
Germany will soon declare war; England will soon 
follow; then in a regular order all other European 
powers. Even France will join tbe mob led by Gen. 
Boulanger, whose leap into power bas beea and wilt 
be accomplished by England and Germany.’ The 
ewful fate in store paralyzes our pen, so we refrain 
from comment, but shall forthwith set our house in 
order, and with calm philosophy await the doom 
outlined in the foregoing schedule. 








ALLAN RuTHERFORD, “ Attorney and Counsellor 
at Law, and late Major and Lieut.-Colonel 834 Regt., 
New York Vols.,"’ has published some comments on 
Senator Chandler's proposed amendment to “ Bill 
da. &.—, making appropriations to supply defici- 
encies in the appropriations for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1889," etc. Mr. Chandler proposes by 
this amendment to deprive certain classes of citizens 
of the right, which all other citizens enjoy, to bring 
suit in the Government's own court. Col, Ruther- 
ford questions the constitutiovality of the applica- 
tion of this probibition to suits now pending and of 
the new statute of limitation which the amendment 
proposes, He says: ** Although this proposed legis- 
lalion is supposed to apply only to officers of tbe 
Regular Army aod Navy, it would clearly apply te 
all officers of the Army and Navy, whether Regular 
or Volunteers, and would probibit the adjudication 
of any case now pendiog or which might uoder ex- 
isting Jaws, be presented under the acts of June 3, 
1884, Feb. 3, 1887, Aug. 13, 1888, relating to the num-~- 
ber and pay of cortain volunteers, and the act of 
March 8, 1849, providing payment for horses lost ia 
the Service, thus repealing those laws.’’ The amend- 
went is certaialy a most extraordinary piece of 
legislation. It proposes to forbid the payment of 
money which, under the law, sbould bave bees paid 
long ago, bevause the accounting offivers misinter- 
preted the law. The question iz, as Col. Ratberford 
shows us, “shall any other public servant, be be 
whom he may, whether a Secretary or bis uoder- 
lings or an accouctiag efficer of the Treasury, pos- 
sess the unrestrained power to defy the laws, as 
have been done in the past, by closing the Govers- 
ment’s own courts to u class of citizens whuse rights 
has been violated?" One effect of the proposed 
legisiation wou!d be to oring bundreds, perhaps 
thousands, of bills for retief before Congress in cases 
where the courts are pow open to the partics who 
believe themselves aggrieved, 





Tue Frevcb Chamber of Deputies has confirmed 
the election of General Cluseret as member for Var.

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HOW TO STIMULATE PROMOTIONS. 

Coneress is too much occupied with other mat- 
ters to give heed to the needs of the Army at this 
session, but there is one little change in the law 
which might be made, wh‘ck would give great re- 
lief to the stagnation in promotion. Insert in the 
Army appropriation bill, if possible, this proviso : 

Officers of the Army who have arrived at the age 
64 years shall not be included in the limitation of 400 
e:tablished for the retired list. 

As the immediate result following the adoption of 
such legislation is to decrease expenses, it may 
escape the point of order which is urged against 
amendments on appropriation bills. The retired list, 
we heheve, now numbers 429, retirements for age’ 
having carried the number in excess of the limit. 

<Of course the number changes from week to week, 
but this 1s as it stood a week or twoago, allowing for 
the one death since. Of the officers on the list 64 
were retired under the act of June 30, 1882, and 86 
others retired under other acts, are 64 years and 
over. Theapplication of the enactment proposed 
would, therefore, open a place for the 65 officers who 
have been recommended for retirement and give 
room for others equally entitled toa place on the 
retired list. This year two other retired officers 
reach the age of 64, and the others arrive at tbis age 
as follows: In 1890, five; 1891, five; 1892, eight; 1893, 
eight; 1894, nine; 1895, ten; 1896, eleven; 1887, four- 
teen; 1898, fourteen; 1899, fifteen; 1900, nineteen; 1901, 
twelve; 1902, seventeen; 1903, twenty: 1904, twenty- 
three; 1905, twenty-two; 1906, eleven; 1907, twenty- 

“three; 1908, twelve; 1909, nine; 1910, six; 1911, one; 
1912, two; 1913, one; 1914, one. To these would be 
added the officers now on tbe acti /e list, arriving at 
the age of 64 in each of the years named. 

Every officer can see for himself what a stimulus 
this change proposed would give to promotion; 
what an active flow of new lifein the Army would 
result. And can it be considered unfair to ask that 
the retired list, which is primarily intended for 

' those who are found unfit for active duty, should 

‘be kept open to them, instead of being closed, by a 
transfer to it of officers who are declared to be unfit 
for duty, not by critical examination, but by the 
stroke of the clock? Weare more disposed to ad- 
vocate this amendment, for we no longer feel the 
concern we once dii as to creating a prejudice 
against the retired hist. The gentlemen in Con- 
gress who are disposed to unwise economy have 
learned some lessons of late years, and measures 
which can be objected to only on the ground of ex- 
‘pense are more likely to receive favor after the 4th 
of March than they have of late. We shull for the 
first time in many years have Congress and the Ex- 
ecutive working together, and in the White House 
aman who bas learned by experieuce how tosympa- 
thize with those who have grown old or disabled iu 
the service ef their country. 








GENERAL WOLSELEY has stirred England to its 
base by advocating in a recent speech a system of 
compulsory service, not, as he was careful to ex- 
plain, because of military necessities, but because 
it is the best thing a manufacturing country can do 
by way of promoting physical education. Con- 
cerning this,a correspondent writes: ‘**Our urban 
population is going from bad to worse in its frame. 
Fetid alleys and clese mill rooms finish what intox- 
jeation aid improvidence begin, and country folks 
who migrate to a town become in the next genera- 
tion vapid, anemic, colorless mortals. The rural 
population is diminishing; the town population is 
increasing; the complexion, the sturdiness, the 
strength, the health are all waning. Why? Clearly 
for want of plain, wholesome food, fresh air, and 
-exercise. In America you have as yet no need to 
consider the question. Your rural population and 
your rapid expansion westward provide for any 
falling off hitherto visible in the Eastern cities, but 
for you, also, there is a time coming when the pop- 
ulation of your cities will need somesystem of com- 

‘pulsory physical education. The improvement in 
‘our recruits is very marked even in three, and can- 
‘not but be noticed by any one in six months.”’ 








‘ly courtesy toward a co-ordinate branch of public 
administration bas restrained our Naval officers from 
criticizing the plans of Representative Thomas, of 
Illinois, the Senators are not restrained by such 
considerations. Mr. Hawleyin debate on the Naval 
Appropriation bill, criticized the Thomas plans, 
snowing ove by one that they were simply a com- 
bination of old devices, all brought together, per- 
haps for the first time, on one ship.

Tbe then rates of pay are given, and differ materi 
ally from the present rates. The highest grade, 
brigadier-general, received per month $104, $16 for 
forage and 12 rations per day; a private $4 per 
month, with $14 bounty for enlistment and $16 
bounty for re-enlistment.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The experts who have been engaged in inquiring 
into the causes of the bursting of a steel gun of the 
1875 type on board the French ironclad Amiral 
Duperré on December 12, bave brought their task 
to a close. They attribute the accident to the 
charge employed. When the new “chocolate pow- 
der,” as it is called, was 1utroduced into use, it was 
thougbt that 138 kilogrammes of it would not try 
these cannon more than 1I7 kilogrammes of the old 
powder. Then with the new charge the projectile 
had a velocity of 525 metres, instead of 486 metres as 
before. [t has been found, howaver, that the 
“chocolate powder” is liable to be affected by the 
bigh temperature often prevailing in the maga- 
zines of ironclads. The French Minister of Marine 
bas, therefore, directed that efforts shall be made to 
reduce the temperature as much us possible in the 
maguzines, and that in future the charge sbail be 
regulated according to the original velocity of 486 
metres when guns of the 1875 pattern are fired. 





The Belgian papers announce that the armed 
cupolas for the forts of the Meuse, upon which about 
20 millon francs will be spent, are to be constructed 
by the Gruson establishment at Madgeburg, and the 
French factories of Creusot, Chatillon, Saint Cham- 
ond and Commentry; but some part of the work 
will be undertaken by the establishments of Seraing, 
Couillet, Van den Kerchoven, Gand, and the work- 
shops of the Meuse at Liege. The quick firing guns 
of the fort will be supplied by the Nordenteldt Com- 


pavy. 


Several German papers have asserced that the 
Small Arms Factories of Spandau, Erfurt, Vantzig 
aud Amberg are preparing for the maputacture of 
a weapon witb a reduced bore, and that the works 
had been actively resumed in October and Novem- 
ber.

In Le Yucht for Feb. 2 M. Weyl says: “ One word 
more about the 34 cm. gun of the Amiral Duperré, 
After a mipute examination of the character of the 
rupture, it was admitted that the explosion was not 
dué to the quality of the metal but to the chocolate 

wder. Tne order was given to reduce the charge 
rom 138 to 121 kilogrammes; tbis was to obtain «x- 
actly the initial velocity tixed for the shell at the 
time of the Sfeatien of the guns uf the 1875 model. 
Everything leads to the belief that the brown 
owder had undergone a modification of condition ; 
on fact, the high temperature of the storeroom on 
the Amiral Duperré was at 53 degrees and the 
powders were only dried (etuvees) at about 35 de- 
grees. This evaporated their moisture, made the 
grains brittle and _ transformed a slow into a quick 
burping powder. There must bave been thus formed 
in theinterior of the grainsa series of fissures so 
small as to escape observation and which facilitated 
the propagatiou of the fire, The powder burned 
faster than expected and hence the explosion. This 
is not the first time that doubt has been raieed about 
the conservation of prismatic powders. At the bom- 
bardment of Sfax, it was remarked in the squadron 
that the guns bad a range superior to that of the 
tables de tir. As the distances were known with cer- 
tainty, the range of the guns shoula have been 
normal. The mistakes in the firing were theu attri- 
buted to a change in the powder, and [am assured 
that the experiments made at Gavres at that time 
proved that the opinion of tue officers of the squad 
ron was correct. Ooe demand resu!ts from all the 
letters Lhave received upon the subject of the ex- 
plosion of the gun of the Amiral Duperré, and of 
this I willingly make myseif the medium. [t is 
asked that in the new guvs we should avail our- 
selves of the pew developments concerning this 
wader by sacrificing something of the initial velo- 
cities for the benefit of the cannon. What is really 
demanded isa diminution of the pressures upon the 
chamber. Competent officers estimate that the 





limit of a pressure of 2,000 atmospheres sbould not 
be +«xceeded, which would reduce the fatigue from 
20 to 25 per cent.” 





ARMY OFFICERS ABROAD. 


THE Secretary of War bas decided to send Army 
officers abroad, and orders bave been issued assign- 
ing 1st Lieutenant J. C. Sanford, Corps of Eogin- 
eers, as military attacbé at the Legation in London. 
Ist Lieutenant H. D. Borup, Ordnance Corps, now 
on leave ip Europe, will be ordered as attaché at the 
Legation in Paris. Capt. D. A. Lyle. of the Ord- 
nance Corps. has been selected to represent the 
Army at the Paris Exposition. 

For several years the navy bas had officers attach- 
ed to the Legation at London, Paris, Berlin, St. 
Petersburgh, Vienna and Rio de Janeiro, and these 
officers bave kept our government fully advised as 
to the latest improvements made in ordnauce and 
shipbuilding, and by these means the service bas 
kept abreast of the times. On different occasions 
Army offcers have been sevt abroad to study the 
military movements of some particular nation, but 
up tothe preseut time they bave not been regular- 
ly attached to any of the legations. Some two 
months ago ist Lieut. Fravk E. Hobbs and W. 
Crozier. of the Ordnance Corps, were sent abroad by 
Secretary Endicott. 

Tbey were to remain about six montbs and during 
that time were to visit the principal arsenals and 
gun factories. Lieut. Hobbs was especially ordered 
to confine his attention to the mapufacture of steel 
and thoroughly familiarize himself with tbat sab- 
ject. Gun carriages was tbe subject assigued Lieut. 
Crozier. The last advices from Europe were to the 
effect that Lieut. Crozier bad been seriously ill and 
— thereby prevented from pursuing his ixvesti- 
gations. 


NAVY MUTUAL AID ASSOCIATION. 


AT a special meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the Navy Mutual Aid Association to consider the 
death of Rear Admiral Ralph Chandler, command- 
ing Asiatic squadron, the secretary and treasurer 
was directed to place at the disposition of his 
widow, Mrs. Cornelia R. Chandler, at Yokohama, 
Japan, the sum of $3,700.15, and a cablegram, through 
Meesrs. Riggs and Co.. bankers, was sent to that 
effect the very day official notice of his death was 
received. 

Admiral Chandler died at Hong Kong, China, on 
Feb. 11, and the cablegram making the monev avail- 
able was sent off ovo its voyage round the world on 
Feb. 13. If any insurance company or association 
any where can parallel tais for business promptitude 
we should like to haarof it.

Quarters at Posts.—The following are the views 
of the Major-General commanding the Army in 
regard to quarters for staff cfficers: All that seems 
to be required 1s to give the post commander au- 
thority to assign bis adjutant and quartermaster 
the quarters nearest or sufficiently near his own— 
tbis would be in accordarce with the spirit of the 
general regulations, par. 1839, and should be done 
at Jarge posts. Indeed a general rule is very desir- 
able whereby at all posts having a sufficient supply 
of quarters, each set of quarters shall be assianed to 


.the officer occupying a certain official position, for 


example, the captain or field officer commanding 
the company or battalion occupying certain bar- 
racks, so that the existing evil, resulting from the 
frequent “turning out” of officers from their quar- 
ters, may be mitigated.

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COURSES OF HOME LECTURES. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Courses of home lectures at our forts during the 
winter season would be profitable both to officers 
and men. Valuable time is lost at our posts which 
might be made more precious than gold. The ten 
dency toward recreation and amusements some 
times is too strong. A counter tendency is needed, 
something bracing and stimulating to the intellec- 
tual man. A geod lecture is atonic in life. It ar- 
reste the attention, opens some new field of trutb, 
enlists the heart, stimulates the mind, gives food for 
thought, and iuspires to further study. Lecturers 
sometimes possess magnetism that draws us power- 
fully to the investigation of truth. One of the lead- 
ing chemists of our times received his first and per- 
manent stimulus to study from a lecture delivered 
in his native town by Benjamin Silliman. 

The field for Jectures is wide, rich and varied. ‘I'he 
open page of nature is ever before us, written in 
characters legible toall. One of our Western forts 
received a wonderful impulse from a chaplain inter- 
ested in geology, who showed them thut they were 
living in cne of the richest geological fields of the 
world. New truths, in the progress of modern 
times, are constantly coming into view, and old 
truths often take on new life. Asan old rusty piece 
of irov glows iu the furnace and sparkles under the 
hammer of the skilful artisan, who molds it into 
some utensil that is useful and beautiful, so an old 
truth, under skilful treatment glows and sparkles, 
seems to take on new forms of use and beauty, and 
enters into our very naiure toinspire and make us 
stronger for our life work. 

Soldiers seldom receive the early training neces- 
sary to pursue systematically any line of inquiry, to 
take up a subject and study it with method until 
they have mastered it. They will listen to a lecture 
and be fed and grow intellectually. but they caunot 
study voluntarily and methodically in a library. 
And officers, outside of their military duties, seldom 
make themselves as useful to the soldiers as they 
might be. Why should not our forts bea kind of 
schoo! where we are all continually learning some- 
thing? The dullest intellect, apparently, has many 
redeeming qualities, and sometimes glows with a 
marvellous beat. Mauy a soldier, if inspired and pro- 

erly trained, would make a good officer. Sir Isaac 

Newton was a dull boy until bis nature was aroused 
by the ill-treatment of a fellow student, when 2a 
little application placed bim at the head of the 
school. 

The Army is more than a machine to accomplish 
certain results. Military discipline can be perfect, 
and still soidiers can be treated like men, and be- 
yond their military duties they can be developed in 
character and knowledge. Beyond guard mount- 
ing and a little army gossip, there is an awful stag- 
nation of thougbt at some of our posts, which falls 
like a pall upona man who has aspiration. Is not 
this one cause of desertion? When a recruit finds 
there is littl¢ or nothing for bim to learn, beyond 
his round of wilitary duties, he becomes restless. 
Ennui is painful, and becomes in time unendurable. 
Leave of absence is a palliative, not a cure. 

Many officers have large stores of knowledge, 
and wide and rich experiences, that would be very 
a if garnered up and given to those around 
them. ‘ 

Last winter, tor example, there was a course of 
lectures at Fort Riley, that were well attended avd 
very enjoyable, and this winter another course is 
being delivered, at the time of the full moon in each 
month. The chaplain, or a comwmittee of officers, 
can inaugurate and carry through such a course of 
lectures without much difficulty, if they will use 
the material at hand. Sometimes an officer needs 
to be inspired a little for the work, but wheu he 
once takes bold of it he finds the preparation of the 
lecture profitable and thedelivery enjoyable. Often 
hesurprises both himself and his assoviates. At some 
forts lectures in the vicinity cau be obtained at 
trifling expense, to give a course fullnessand variety. 
Do we not sometimes fall a little below the true 
ideals, and fail to reach the full measure of our use- 
fulness? Joun D. PARKER.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


(From the Albany Press.) 
THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


New York Strate claims, and justly, we think, the 
best State military organization in the Union. When 
the Civil War broke out this was proven most con- 
clusively. Since then the organization has not only 
been kept up butimproved. Last year the National 
Guard drew from tbe State treasury the sum of 
$541,648.57, of which $61,583.26 was for arsenals and 
armories and repairs, and there is now available in 
the State treasury, already appropriated, the sum 
of $566,385.68 for the National Guard, exclusive of 
armories, and for the sum of $10,099.84. These 
amounts, with the $200,000 in the Husted bill, will, if 
no further appropriations for the year are made, or 
any deficiencies made up, make the expense of the 
State militia, over and above the expenses paid by 
the counties, $1,702.134.54 for two years, or over 
$850,000 a year. This is a good deal of money, but 
the service, or the prepared service, is worth all of 
it, and much more too. Let the country tax-payers 
who may grumble at this expense. stop a moment 
and glance at the metropolis—New York and Brook 
lyn—boiling and bubbling, like a huge cauldron of 
hot metal, and count the cost, if they can, should 
an angry mob overcome the police there, with no 
National Guardsmen to stand as a bulwark against 
its vandalism. The National Guard must have 
money and must be sustained. 





NO ARMORIES WANTED. 


A MEETING of the 18th Ward Democrats of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., was held at their headquarters Feb. 6, at 
which protests were made against the passage of a 
bill before the Legislature appropriating nearly 
half a million of dollars for the erection of armo- 
ries. Several strong speeches were made, and a Mr. 
John Donegan was of decidedly firm opinioa that it 
was about time that the citizens of the United 
States cease to take interest in the militia. The 
sooner, he said, the States dispense with the use of 
our armories the better it would be for the country 
at large. The following resolution was introduced: 

Resolved, That we, citizens of the 18th Ward of Brooklyn, 
io meeting assembled, do solemnly protest agaiost the grant- 
ing of any moneys for the purpose of building any more 
armories while many of our children go without the proper 
facilities for an education, and we request the representa- 
tive from the 8th Assembly District of this couaty to do bis 
utmost to Gefeat the bill now before the Legisiature grant- 
ing the sum of $400,000 to $500,000 for that purpose. 

It was almost unanimously adopted. 





NATIONAL RIFLE ASSOCIATION.

Charge IT. Making a False Parade Return. 

{There are 19 specifications under the first charge and 
three under the second. They allege that the accused on 
various occasions falsely stated the number of men he had 
at drilland parade. The dates, the numbers given and the 
actual numbers being as follows: 1886.—Jan. 23, reported, 
230; actually prseeet.

But, of course, the Secre- 
tary of War can waive the rule if he chooses, 


S. O. asks: 1. In closing files to the right, do the 
men face to the right at the command Marcb, or at the com- 
mand, Rigbt close files, Par. 123? ANs.—At the command, 
Right close files, the right file stands fast,the others face 
to the right. 

2. To assemble skirmishers, do the men face to the right 
until the command March is given? ANs.—All but the skir- 
misher on whom the Assembly is made, face toward him at 
the first command, Par. 328. 

Q. D. P.—Has the sergeant of the guard, pro- 
perly, a right to instruct the corporal of the guard to post 
certain men in bis relief on particular posts, or is that exclu- 
sively the business of the corporal? ANs.—The designation 
of sentinels for particular posts ts especially a duty of the 
sergeant of the guard. Unless there is reason for such se- 
lection, it is customary to post the men as their’places in 
rank would indicate, but it is frequently the case that men 
are assigned to their posts by the officer of the guard, whose 
order is conveyed to the sergeant. Still, more frequently, it 
is made a matter of favor. 


We quote the following item from the Boston 
Herald: “A recent decision of the commandant of the 
Army says: ‘The word:* prepare for review’ seem super- 
fluous in opening the ranks the secend time, as provided on 
page 356, Infantry Tactics.’ There must be a mistake some- 
where, as the words * prepare for review ’ cannot be found 
on page 366, [nfaatry Taetics.” The reference in the last 
line quoted is apparently a misprint, as page 356 is evidently 
intended. The decision is correct, and the *- mistake some- 
where” is in the Herald. Page 356 of the Tactics provides 
that the ranks shall be opened “as ia the previous case,” 
which refers to page 353, where the command is laid down: 
1, Prepare for review ; 2, Rear open order; 3, March. 


G. O. P. asks: 1. In drilling the lead and firings 
by the numbers, is it necessary to wait after the first fire for 
the command ready before cocking the piece, or is the piece 
full cocked after being Icaded and ra’ to the height of 
the chin? Page 48, paragraph 98, Infantry Tactics, says, 
when firing, the pieces, without command, are brought toa 
ready as soon as loaded.

Ans.—The piece is brought to ready, which includes the 
coors. par. 9%. The right band grasps the small of the 
stock. 

2, Would a non-commissioned officer or private be allowed 
to wear a kid gloveia an individual drili? Is there any rule 
in Tactics that provides for anything of that kind? ANs.— 
Tactics are silent on the subject. 


P. asks: 1. A battalion is marching in column of 
fours, and the command halt is given. Is it proper for the 
rear rank to close to facing distauce (10 inches)? ANs.— 
No. Each man should halt at the word. There is no au- 
thority for anything else in Par. 216, which covers the case. 

2. Being in column of fours, at the command fours right, 
when should the rear rank close up, and to what distance? 
Ans.—The rear rank of each four closes gradually to facing 
distance during the wheel, Par. 224. 

3. At the command fours right about march, I hold that 
the pivot file of the rear rank only close uP, and the man on 
the marching flank holds the distance of inches frem the 
front rank? ANns.—The usual! principles of the wheel should 
be observed, which uire the men of each four to pre- 
serve their alignment. The men on the marching flanks of 
the rear rank fours preserve their distance of 8 inches, 
while the pivot men of the rear rank close tu facing distance, 
and the others preserve the Jine so established.

SOME ODD FACTS. 


It is thought by no means improbable tbat paper 
will yet supersede cotton and woollen cloth as the 
clothing material of the people. One establishment 
in the United States is already doing an extensive 
business in the manufacture of vaper clothing, and 
the fabric is said to equal that of mg f other class of 
goods in style and durability. For blankets, piano 
covering, anj similar purposes, the er fabrics 
arean established success; they are light and ser- 
viceable. 


The number of artificial teeth made in America 
last year by three of the lurgest business houses en- 
gaged in the trade was nearly 20,000,000, and {his was 
not more than balf the actual production of the 
country. One peculiar feature of the business is 
that the houses which do the most extensive export 
trade are obliged to prepare teeth of different colors 
for different countries. In Canada, for instance, the 
demand is for molars as white as snow, while in 
South America no such teeth could be sold. There 
they reqzire teeth that are almost yellow, and the 
trade from China, which isa lucrative one, is for 
nothing but black teeth. 


Mr. Ryland, an English contractor in New South 
Wales, fell from a bridge he was building to the 
water, 50 feet belew, and landed in the mouth of a 
shark. The monster seized him, and both disap- 
peared under the water, which at once became 
tinged with blood. A number of workmen and 
otbers on the bridge who witnessed the accident re- 
mained horror stricken and helpless. 


Describing a visit to the Christmas Islands, an 
English officer says: “ The women came on board ia 
the afternoon and were so greatly interested with 
what they saw that they quite disregarded all at- 
tempts to getthemto go. At last the captain hit 
upon an idea, and ordered the siren to be sounded. 
At the first blast the faces of astorishment, wonder 
and horror were a sight to see; and then, with their 
fiuogers in their ears, the women made for their boats 
as quickly as possible, and we were able to depart 
in peace.” 

We havea parallel to the experience of the sunken 
vessel in the Mississippi, in a description given of 
the wreck of a vessel at Endeavor’s Straits, with 
110 horses on board. The ship went down in deep 
water two hours after she bad struck; after sinking 
a little she suddenly rose again, when a sound like 
an explosion occurred, and then down she disap- 

. The strange movement was attributed to 
the live horses! 


A curious pension claim bas just been rejected. 
The application was from a wother for the joss of 
her son, killed in the line of duty. The soldier with 
some companions had captured a barrel of whiskey. 
The bead of the barre! was knocked in. Bejug 
among the last to try to get some, this soldier had 
to lean over the edge of the barrel with his tin cup. 
Some comrades oo bis heels up for deviltry and 
threw bim in head first, to the great delight of those 
witnessing the *‘joke.”” There being no sign of a 
struggle on the victim’s part, the soldiers became 
alarmed and pulled the unfortunate man out, to 
discover to their horror that be was dead. 


Tbe French notion of the value of a negro’s life is 
150 francs, if we may judge from the decision of the 
Tribunal against a former Governor of Senegal. He 
was prosecuted for having left four negroes in 
charge of an island where the French flag bad been 
hoisted, and for baving forgotten to take them off, 
in consequence ef which the men were starved to 
death. This gentleman was found guilty of man- 
slaughter from imprudence, and was sentenced to a 
fine of 600 francs for the four poor victims. 
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THE NEW GERMAN DRILL BOOK.* 
(Continued from page 480, Feb. 9.) 


THE management and conduct of the “Regi- 
ment ’’ in action is the subject of the next section. 

The Commander gives each battalion its special 
instructions, and leaves it to carry them into effect, 
according to the discretion of its leaders. The man- 
agement of acompany must only be interfered with 
iu exceptional cases—as, for instance, if the execu- 
tion of the general project appears, through the 
action of the subordinate leaders, to be serious! 
endangered, and if there is no time to cranems 
orders through the usual channels. A common ob- 
jective point may be indicated for all the battalions 
at a considerable distance from their front; a spe- 
cial point of direction may be given to each of the 
battalions, or tbe direction of the march, or of the 
attack, may be given to a single battalion, the other 
battalions being ordered to keep touch withit. It 
is, however, specially pointed out that battalions 
fighting side by side in the front line can never be 
“dressed,” though it may very often be necessary 
to maintain connection with the centre or with one 
of the flanks. 

The Commander of the Regiment has only the 
troops which he has keptin reserve, to enable bim 
to carry out his operations, laterally or ia depth, 
according to circumstances and to the object in 
view. He must oever let more battalions escape 
from his immediate command than the demands of 
the progressive fight require. If he observes this 
rule he will maintain his control over the field of 
action, and will be well prepared forall the eventu- 
alities of the fight. He wili also especially be thus 
able to effect a turning movement bimself, or to re- 
pel any flank attack on the part of the enemy. It is 
only by means of deep formations (formations iu 
several lines) that a imental Commander can 
effect a change of front—for battalions actually en- 
gaged must keep to their present fighting front. 
The greater the body of troops engaged the more 
difficult it becomes to move the fighting line. 

The first extensions for action, either from a col- 
ump of route or from an assembly-formation, which 
are ordered by the Regimental Commander, must 
consequently be preceded <A the determination. as 
accurately as may be possible, of the width of the 
fighting front. pon this width, and the relative 
positions of the neighboring bodies of troops, will 
depend the breadth and depth of the formations. 
The more narrow the front of the first extension, 
the greater will be the lateral intervals between the 
columps in rear. 

There is a great difference between extevsions 
from a column of route and those from an assembly 
formation. {n the first case, it may happen that 
the leading battahon is compietely engaged with 
the enemy at the time that the next battalion is 
only entering the field of action. This state 
of affairs requires that the leading battalion 
should maintain a formation in two or three lines, 
and that the battalions in rear should assume close 
formation as soon as possible,so as to reduce the 
length of the column of route. The battalions must, 
indeed, form up while actually on the move to take 
up the positions indicated by the regimental com- 
mander. 

if it should be necessary to make a flauk march 
in face of the enemy, it can only be performed with 
the needful safety when it is made in such a man- 
ner as to provide for showing a fighting front to 
the enemy at the right time aud in the proper for- 
mation. Within effective range of the enemy's fire, 
such a flank mcvement is, however, only practi- 
eable seen cover is afforded by the nature of the 
ground. 

in carrying out an offensive engagement, a regi- 
ment, after having once assumed the fighting for 
mation. moves, as a rule, straight forwards. When- 
ever an inclination to a flank becomes necessary, it 
isa proof that there was a fault in the original ex- 
tepsiov. Such a fault will usually be best corrected 
by pushing forward one of the bodies in reserve, but 
it will almost certainly result in weakening the 
power of the attack. 

The Regimental Commander cannot satisfactorily 
execute the tasks assigned to bim, pniess be posts 
himself in a proper place. He must also be care- 
ful, in choosing bis own post, to endeavor to main- 
tain the power of communicating with the Brigade 
Commander. 

We now come to the Brigade, which, as we have 
said, is, in the German Army, a wost important 
body—the minimum being six, and the maximum 
thirteen battalions, together with occasionally a 
battery of Artillery. It is, in fact,so important 
that the book before us takes no account of any 
larger assemblages of troops, remarking that “it is 
the greatest tactical unit that can be exercised with- 
in a limited space.” 

Asa German battalion at war strength occupies 
with its light baggage a depth in column of route of 
400 metres (about 436 English yards), the ground a 
brigade will cover in that position is so consider- 
able that the conditions of an engagement are some- 
times seriously affected by it. The dispositions of 
the Brigade Commander must depend upon the 
time vecessary for assuming a fighting formation, 
and it therefore becomes important that the differ- 
ence between the depth of columns at war strength 
and of those on weak peace establishments should 
always be kept in mind. 

it is only when the Brigade consists of three regi- 
meats, or of two with a Rifle battalion, that its Com- 
mander has the advantage of being able to form 
three lines. When he can only form two lines, be 
will often be obliged to keep at least one battalion 
in reserve. 

The brigade will be 1n its best formation for action 
when the regiments that compose it fight side by 
side—share the fighting front among them, and 
bring forward their own respective reinforcements 
as may be vecessary. But this regulation arrange- 
ment is often impossible even from the beginning, 

and must not in any case be allowed to interfere 
with more important tactical objects. It may hap- 
peo, especially in an engagement between troops 
in motion, that the requirements of the foremost 
line necessitate a hasty extension, and that most of 
the battalions of a leading regiment may therefore 
be suddenly brought side by side into the first line. 
Such possibilities render it most important that the 
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three battalions should be able each for itself to as- 
sume formations in more than one line, for the lead- 
ing regiment can never be absolutely certain that 
its fighting line will be supported by tbe regiment 
which follows it. ** Under all circumstances the 
rule isto be adbered to that each Regiment is to 
have itsown allotted task. and that the Brigade 
Commander only gives his orders to the Regiments.”’ 
intermixture of Regiments is objectionable, and 
— “only take place when it becomes unavoid- 
able. 

The Regiment which comes second in the march- 
ing columu will ia most cases of this kind (i. ¢., we 
presume, tn cases of ** encounters” or engagements 
between troops in motion), form up in rear of one 
of the flanks, and will be kept the more carefully in 
hand for the decisive onset, the more circumstances 
have necessitated a hasty extension at the begin- 
ning of the engagement. 

Tbe brigade 1s both in its fighting power, and in 
its capability of extensiou ip front and depth, such 
an important body that it is properly expected to be 
able to act simultaneously and harmoniously on 
different fronts. For such a purpose the extensions 
in_the required directions must be beguu from a 
considerable depth of formation. Lines once ex- 
tended cannot undersuch circumstances be inclined 
toa flank. 

When troops are forming up for action their com- 
mander must take heed that the depth of his col- 
umn is reduced at the proper time by the forming 
up of its component parts, and by the subsequent 
closing up of any subdivisious which may have been 
retarded. Every subdivision must utilize any com- 
mand to halt that may be given, so as to save unne- 
cessary delays in the general position for fighting. 

Kach regiment receives, together with its orders 
for action, the specification of its objects of attack, 
or of the sectious of the position which it bas to de- 
fend. The more uniform the plaus ure tbe more 
will the forces that have to execute them work to- 
getherin a uniform manner. 

The right choice of the Brigade Commander’s own 
point isa matter of great importance, and be must 
change it as seldom as possible. At the commence 
ment of an engagement he must be at the head of 
his brigade, because neither reports por the inspec- 
tion of maps can be equal to his own observation of 
the enemy, of the troops beside him, and of the 
country. At the head of the brigade he is in the 
best position to direct the front extension properly, 
on which the successful execution of the engage- 
ment so naturally depends. From that post be can 
also be able by opportune resolves to snatch advan- 
tages from the enemy, to tind short cuts for his own 





troops, to direct their action into the prescribed 
paths, and to prevent any indiscreet action on the 
part of the commander of the leading sub-division. 

Durivg the further conduct of the fight, the Bri- 
gade Commander must be so far in the rear as to be 
abte to supervise every part of his brigade. Asa 
rule, bis post will be near those troops which he has 
reserved to be at his own disposition. It is only 
from his position that he can control the course of 
the action. According to regulation, he transmits 
his orders to his immediate subordinates. If cir- 
cumstances should compel him to devatie from his 
rule, aod in order that measures necessitating haste 
may be taken, to send orders directly to battalions, 
he must at the same time inform the Regimental 
Commanders of what he is doing, in order that an 
upinterrupted chain of mutual communication may 
be maintained. 

ln other respects, the action is conducted accor- 
ding to the principles laid down for Regiments aud 
Battalions. 

The extent of front which a Brigade will, on the 
average, ovcupy in fighting formation may be as- 
certained from the experience of actual war. The 
fighting front of a Brigade of six battalions has at 
the first extension occupied from 1,000 to 1,200 
metres (say from 1,100 to 1,300 yards.) 

It is very difficult indeed to find space to practice 
Brigade movements and fighting formations. On 
the exercise-ground more attention ougbt to be 
paid to the practice of different kinds of extensions 
under varying circumstanves than to the conduct 
of a complete engagement. Practice in adopting 
such formations a3 may be necessary under given 
circumstances is the most useful work for the Bri- 
gade on the exercise-ground. The exercises which 
involve the complete conduct of an engagement 
should, whenever possible, take place in the open 
country.

ALUMINIUM SHIELDS. 


FOLLOWING the idea put furward by the Danish 
Captain Holstein, the Spectateur Militaire suggests 
the adoption for the infantry of shields made of 
aluminium bronze, a metal of greater tenacit;, 
although of less comparative weight than steel. 

The Spectateur Militaire bas severa! articles on 
the subject; in one of which the writer advocates 
tbe marchibg bebind these shields of the heads of 
columns to the attack. Thus only three or four 
battalions would need to be under cover, and 400 
to 500 shields would be sufficient.
